London, (Friday), 4 a. m., Feb. 23.— 
Gereral Cronje seemingly is making 
his last stand. He is dying hard, hem- 
med, in by British infantry with shells 
from 50 guns falling into his camp and 
a3 many as a thousand of his wagons 
burning. The third day of the fight 
the Boer’s chief asked for an armistice 
to bury his dead. “Fizht id a finish 
or surrender unconditionally,” was 
Lord Roberts reply. Gen. Cronje im- 
mediately sent bavk word that his re- 
quest for a truce was misunderstood 
and that his determination then as be- 
fore was to fight to-death, The hat- 
tle went on. This was the situation 
with Gen. Cronje on Tuesday evening 
as sketched by the Scanty telegrams 
that have emerged from the semi-sil- 
enre in South Africa. Officially Lord 
Roberts wires that he has scattered 
the advance commandos of neinforce- 
ments that were trying to reach Gen. 
Cronje. It is regarded as singular 
that Lord Roberts, wiring on Wed- 
nesday, should not mention the appeal 
for an armistice on the previous day, 
and also that the war office should 
withhold good news/if it} has any, with- 
out even trying io recencile the scanty 
materials. It seems that Cron je is ia 
a desperate situation and the British 
are pressing their advantage. While 
the attack on Cronje proceeds there 
is a race for concentration between 
the Boers and the British. Gen. Buller 
is pressing on to Ladysmith and will 
probably reach his goal in a few days, 

Spencer Wilkinson, reviewing the 
military situation in the Morning Post 
says: “Lord Roberts who was. once 
an artillery officer, will take care that 
the artillery fire is properly concen- 
trated. The prolonged shelling will 
compel the —Boers either- to © hurl 
themselves at the British infantry in 
the hope of forcing-their way out or 
surrender. The best chance for Cronje 
would be for him to fmake a night at- 
tack but the bayonet will serve ihe 
British af night as; well as by day. 
There are in war’ all sorts of chances. 
A party of Boers from! the north ‘or 
south might conceivably fall by sur- 
prise on some point on the investing 
ring and thus gain a ¢hance of escape 
for the beleaguered Boers, but the pro- 
babilities are that Gen. Cronje will be 
compelled to surrender and thus at 
Proodeberg will be effected the des- 
truction of the first fraction of the 
Boer army.”, f

“Yesterday afternoon I was most sat- 
isfied by a careful reconnaissance in 
force o0€ Ahe enemy’s position that I 
xonld not assault it without very heavy 
loss, which I was most anxious to avoid 
Accordingly I decided te bombard the 
hill with artillery and turn my atten- 
tion to the enemy’s reinforcements| 
The result was most satisfactory., The 
Boers were driven off in all directions 
osing many in killed and wounded and 
tbout 50 prisoners, who say they ar- 
rived from Ladysmith two days ago 
by railroad. They also say it was our 

rtilery fire which caused them to 

bandon the kopjes they were occupy- 
ing. Our loss was two officers Capt. 
Compbell, of the Ninth Lancers, and 
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Lieut. Houston, of the artillery and 
four men slightly wounded. 

London, Feb. Z3rd.—The followinz 
has been received from Chieveley.—Feb 
21.—The steady progress of the Lady- 
smith relief column is uninterrupted. 
The Boers on Tursday were forced 
from their last position south of the 
Tugela, resulting in the evacuation of 
Colenso, which was promptly occupied 
by the Dublin Fusiieers and Thorny- 
eroft’s Horse. A Transvaal flag was 
tatptured and also a handkerchieiZ, in- 
scribed with Gen. Botha's name. This 
is treasured as a zreat trophy. ‘The 
Boers heavily shelled Hiangwana hill 
at Colenso on Wednesday, Feb. 21, and 
the British advanced infantry was sub- 
jected to a severe musketry fire, but 
they had excellent cover and casual- 
ties were few. ; 


London, Feb. 22.—The Morning! Post 


publishes a despatch from Ladysmith, ; 


Feb. 19th, which says the bombardment 
continues with persistency from Bul- 
wana and Biaauwbank, but is doing 
small damage. The garrison is in 
good spirits cver Roberts’ success and 
the advance of Gen. Buller, which is 
now visable. 


The Boers have the railroad running 
from Colenso to Buiwana. The British 
continue to discover large quantities o2 
cmmunition. The Boers are well sup- 
plied, with food and a quantity of pro- 
visions was leit behind. It is expected 


that further resistenve will be half- 
hearted and that Ladysmith will be 
reabhed in a few days. 

London, Feb. 22,—A_ special from 


Paardeberg, dated Feb. 21, says: “Com- 
mandant Botha nas been attempting to 
relieve Gen. Cronje. There has been 
severe fighting. Gen. Botha’s force 
is scattered with heavy losses. A Boer 
kopje and fifty prisoners have been 
captured. Gen. Cronje’s position is 
unchanged. 

One of the costliest actions of the 
war occurred at Paardeburg Drift on 
Sunday, Feb. 18. Gen. Kelly-Kenny, 
in his puvsuit of Gen. Cronje, caught 
his} rear guard at Klip Drift and fol- 
lowed the burghers to the Boers’ laag- 
er at Koodoosrand. The drift action 
began at duybreak, the mounted in- 
fantry driving the Boer rear guard up 
the river towards the main body, while 
another body of mounted infantry 
manoeuvred on the right front and 
flank of the Boers. The British main 
body advanced to outflank the Boers’ 
laager on-the north bank of the river. 
Gen. Kelly-Kenny having seized the 
two driits, found the Boers strongly 
enclosed and ordered an atiack with 
the Highland Brigade on the left and 
Gen. Knox’s brigade on the centre and 
rigkt, while Gen. Smith Dorrien’s bri- 
gade crossed the river and advanced 
along the north bank. On both the 
north and south banks the ground is 
level. The advance across this was 
deadly and the British losses were 
heajvy. The battle was an exact re- 
plica of the Modder river. The soldiers 
were under fire all day long and all the 
fighting had ne definite result, as the 
30ars’ laager was wel barricaded and 
they remained therein. The British 
guns sheiled the laager vigorously and 
the Boers confessed to a loss of over 
80) men. The terrific shelling resum- 
ed on Monday, when Gen. Cronje ask- 
ed for an armistice. The shelling was 
continued on Tuesday, over fifty guns 
pouring lead into the Boer camp. 

Field Marshall Lord Roberts has 


sent a cablezgram to Lord Minto com- 
plementing the Canadians on their gal- 


lantry. The foliowing is the text of 
the message: “The Canadian regi- 


ment has done admirable service since 
its arrival in South Africa. I deeply 
regret the heavy loss it suffered dur- 
ing the fighting on the 18th inst., and 
bez you will assure the people how 
much we all here admire the conspic- 
ous galjantry displayed by our Cana- 
dian comrades on that occasion.”

AS GTHERS SEE US 

A. H. Todd; an immigration dele- 
gate from Centreville, Michigan, who 
visited Edmonton a few weeks ago, 
sends to the Three Rivers Herald, the 
following account of his trip. The let- 
ters 2zre interesting and full of infor- 
mation, and are particularly valuable 
as being the unsolicited impressions of 
a disinterested and intelligent out- 
sider : 

Leaving Calgary Thursday morning, 
I went by the Edmonton branch off the 
Cc. P. R., about 100 miles north do 
the town of Red Deer where I remajin- 
ed one duy. At this place there is <a 
large tract of excellent farming land 
partly settled up, and also some vacant 
railroad lands for sale at $3,50 per acre 
on time, or 3.25 cash. I saw the field 
here from which was cut the wheat 
that took the premium at the world’s 
fair at Chicago. Another field near by 
has been sowed to grain for 17 suc- 
cepsive se2sons and each year produc- 
ai a large crop. The oats sown on it 
last year yielded 80 bushels 
No fertilizer had ever been used. A 
convenient creamery is established 
here and in their herd I saw some 
gplendid pure bred and grade Jerseys 
and Ayrshires. 


per acre. 


All the farmers appeared to be pros- 
perous and contented and very few 
would name a price at which they 
would be willing to sell out. Cajtle 
end horses run out aljl the year round, 
usually with little or no feed except 
the grass oc the prairie. All kinds of 
stock were in good condition. There 
ispam abundance of timber fer building 
and fencing purposes which is reserv- 
ed irom sale by the government but 
free to all settlers. A vein of coal 
crops out of the river bank, 109 feet 
thick, and that too is free to all sait- 
tlers, who can go and help themselves. 

The Canadians have been studying 
some of the economic questions that 
now perplex us at home and refuse to 
allow souless 
and throitie 


monopolies to control 
the industrial classes. 

Pubic ownership of the means of 
transportation and communication as 
well as of natural utilities is openly 
advocated by the political party now 
in power, and receives the unqualifi- 
ed endorsement of nine-tenihs of the 
paople. One 
views is not called an “anarchist” here, 
but is regarded as a wise patriot. 
From, Red} Dadr I went to .Edmonton 
through a fine prairie country thickly 
dotted with groves of poplar and 
spruce, large enough in many cases to 
tnake good saw logs. Government 
bpmestead land is still to be had at a 
distance of from 10 to 20 miles back 
from the railroad.

At Edmonton we crossed the North 
Saskatchewan on the ice, bul there is 
non in course of construction a four 
span) railroad and wagon bridge which 
will be completed within the next 30 
days. Next morning,Saturday, I took 
a team and drove over to Fort Sas- 
katchewan, 20 miles io the northeast, 
and after a hearty dinner, drove 10 
miles farther east and visited a thriv- 
ing settlement many of whose mem- 
bers are from the United States. Great 
fields of wheat and oat stubble were on 
eil sides and every four or five miles 
we passed a weil built school house, I 
talked with many of the settlers and 
all spoke well of the country and were 
satisfied that a great future was be- 
fore them. We returned to the Fort 
emd after a supper of venison, wild 
ducks, etc., we whiled away the even- 
ing by strolling about town, smoking 
and yarning till the clock struck the 
hour for retiring. The mellow notes 
of the bugle sounding “lights out” 
lulled me to a slumber unbroken till 
the sound of tramping feet warned me 
that morning was at hand. Though it 
Was past eizht o’clock the moon and 
stars were still brightly shining, so, 
ealling the great Russian bear hound 
that was kept by the owner of’the 
hotel, to go with me, I wandered oui 
in the fresh crisp air past the fpar- 
racks of the mounted police down the 
winding road that led to the river, 
thence across the ice to ihe north 
shore to examine some curious machin- 
ery that is used in washing gold out 
of the sand bars in the river. I then 
returned by a circuitous rouie and 
reached the hotel long before sunrise. 
I had walked four or five miles and 
felt ns thoulzh' I twas only 20 instead of 
past 50 years old. The doz too enjoy- 
ed the walk and insisted upon jump- 
ing up and licking my face, which was 
spmewhat embarassing to me as_ he 
weighed something more than 150 
jpounds., ’ 

The village of Fort Saskaichewan 
has perhaps 150 inhabitants beside the 
mounted police who are staiioned at 
the fort or barracks. There are three 
ebhurches and a good school house. 
The town is on a high table land on 
the south bank of the Saskatchewan 
and the surrounding scenery a picture 
of leveliness. It certainly is one ofithe 
most beautiful spots I ever saw. The 
weather was mild the temperture at 
noon of Sunday the 2ist being 49 de-

grees above zero. In- 


the south side of the river, and as the | 


sleighing was rapidly vanishing, the 
moon and stars’ were out on hand Dbe- 
fore. we reached our hotels : 

The city of Edmonitjon has a popula~ 
tion of about three thousand, has many 
fine business blocks, a large well-fur- 
nished schoolhouse, numerous church- 
es, electric lights. flouring mills, saw 
mills, bricx factories, grain elevators 
and great storehouses filled with agri- 
cultural implements of every descrip- 
tion. A fine stecl bridge across the 
north Saskatchewan is nearing comple- 
tion and wili be ready for use « by 
Mageh 1st. Several lines of railroad 
will soon be completed to this point 
und in a year or two it is expected they 
will ba extended four or five hundred 
miles further north to tap the rich 
agricultural lands of the Peace river 
valley. Real-estate is rapidly rising in 
value and the future years will surely 
witness a phenominal growth. What 
Kansas City is te th» Missouri valley 
thet Edmonton must he to the great 
fertile couniry of which it is the com- 
mencial center.

They were marched to 
the street cacs in waiting and in ten 
minutes were landed at the Broadway 
drill hall, where a large crowd had as- 
sembled to greet them, notwithstand- 
ing the severity of the weather. Af- 
ter enjoying the excellent iunch pro- 
vided the men were again lined up 
and addressed by Major Wilson, Hon. 
H. J. Macdonald and ethers. The train

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THE VICTORY OF STRATEGY. 

Gen. French left Dekiel’s Drift at 
11:30 on the morning of the 13th. 
with three brigades of cavalry, 
horse artillery and mounted infantry, 
invluding several colonial contingents, 
in order to seize a crossing ef the 
Modder, about 25 miies distant. Ha 
reported by dispatch dated 5:35 p. m. 
tht be had forced a passage at Clip 
Drift and ocoqupied the hills north of 
the river, capturing three o? the en- 
emy’s laagers, with their supplies, 
while General Gordon, of the 15th Hus- 
Sars, with his brigade, who had made 
a feint at Rondoval Drift, four miles 
west, had seized it and a second drivt 
between that and Clip Drift, together 
with two more laagers. He was {ol- 
lowed across by 20,000 infantry. He had 
a few casuaities in brushes with the 
Boer horse. Gen. French had now fix- 
ed himse!f on Gen. Cronjes’ main line 
of communication with Bloemfontein 
and 20,000 infantry with 72 guns were 
pushed up to support him there. The 
rapidity of his march and the over- 
whelming nature of his force enabled 
himjin spite of the difficulties of wat- 
er transportation to thoroughly outwit 
and surprise the Boers. The British 
casualties were slight. The next word 
received was Gen. French was in Kim- 
berley, Oi what transpired between 
the time of leaving the Modder and 
reaching the diamond city nothing is 
yet known. His ccoiumn consisted o7 
cavalry, mounted infantry and horse 
artillery, in all four thousand strong. 
After a few hours spent in the ity 
Gen. French left again in pursuit of the 
Boers under Crenje, who were in full 
retreat wiih Keliy-Kenny’s brigade 
hatrrassing. A despatch to the war 
a.fice from Lord Roberts says that on 
Friday Gereral Kelly-Kenny’s _ brig- 
wde captured seventy-eight wagons 
jaden with stores, two wagons of Mau- 
Ser ritles, eight boxes of shells, ten 
barrels of explosives, and a large quan- 
tity of stores, all belonging to Cronje’s 
laager, which was being shelled by our 
artillery when Kitchener despatched 
his messenger. Kelly-Kenny’s  co- 
operation is described as_ follows: 
On February 15th, with the sixth di- 
vision, he entered Jacobsdal. The 
Boers made a feeble attempt to hold 
the eastern ridges but were outflanked 
by the mounted infantry and retired. 
There were few British casualties, The 
division then evacuated Jacobsdal, 
marching north in the tracks of 
French’s cavalry, which crossed’ ths 
Modder river and engaged the enemy 
who retired with heavy losses. The 
Seventh division crossed the river east 
oc Koffyfontein and drove the enemy 
before them. Gen. Tucker is naw on 
Col. Kelly-Kenny’s right and prob- 
ably will effect a junction with his 
foree. The enemy retired north. The 
Ninth division, under General Colville, 
with whom the Canadians are, is in 
the rear of the Sixth division. The 
enemy so far has made-no determined 
stand. The British captured thou- 
sands oi stock. 

A. later despatch gives more parti- 
Pulars of Gen. French’s advance. It 
eppeared from it that the! Boers had 
abandoned their positions at Magers- 
fontein, raised the siege of Kimberley 
and retreated by the roungabout way 
of Boshof towards Bloemfonteiny The 
despatwhes received indicate that Gen. 
French’s columr had reached his des- 
tination in four days having concen- 
trated twelve miles east of Enslin on 
Monday from various points along the 
railway, and having shelled the ene- 
my’s laagers at Riet and Modder rivers 
before crossing, captured large droves 
of catile and sheep and a great quan- 
tity of supplies. This strong column 
of cavairy and horse artillery then 
approached Kimberley from the west 
and south after completely turning 
the ‘Boer positions. The Sixth division 
blocked one road eastward and the 
Seventh division kad closed in upon 
Japobsdal, following the mounted in- 
fantry and shut off Cronje’s most 
direct line of retreat eastward.fThe 
war office tssued a series of bulletins 
from Lord Roberts during the even- 
ing, The first described the march of 
the Sixth divisicen to Modder river to 
leave Gen. French free to go on, and 
also the entry of mounted infantry 
into Jacobsdal, which was occupied 
by women and children. The mounted 
infantry head a sharp skirmish with 
the enemy and recovered two officers 
who had been captured. Gen. French 
meanwhile had reached Abomsdam 
and had so reduced the pressure en 
Kimberley that Col. Kekewich was 
able to occupy one of the Boer :posi- 
tions. A seqond bulletin repcrted that 
the 30ers abandoning their 
trenches at Magersfontein and were 
trying to escape, and Gen. Kelly- 
Kenny’s forces were pursuing a large 
Boer convey moving towards Bloem- 
fontein., The third bulletin contained 
Gen. French’s message that he had 
the enemy south of Kim- 
berley, capturing

country northward. It was clear from 
these despatches that Gen. French 
was too busy to enter Kimberley when 
the enemy was bredking up, and that 
Col. Kekewich was occupying the ad- 
vanced trenches.

f a decisive action will occur, if it 


> not already been fought. The dis- 
‘ches from Jacobsdal confirm this 
ef, saying General Cronje has been 
red to “outspan,” in other words, 
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forma laager' or camp in order to rest 
his oxen. This exp!ains Genaral Kelly- 
Kenny’s latest d-spatch referring to 
shelling the laager. which also brought 
along the expected word of General 
Kitchenet’s whereabouts. That the 
general, who sc relentlessly pursued 
the Khelifa to his doom, is supervising 
the pursuit of Genera! Cronje adds 
greatly to the confidence of the nation 
now, so eagerly awaiting further news. 
If Gen. Tucker with the Seventh di- 
vision is able to effect the projected 
junction with the forces. of General 
Kelly-Keray, while the Ninth division 
under General Colville is rapidly com- 
ing up from the rear, the hero of Khar- 
toum! should have a sufiicient force to 
decisively engage General Cronje and 
prevent bim from reachinz Bloemfon- 
tein with an effective force. Over 
the whole Modder river district there 
is such tremendous military activity 
that it is hardjfto realize the area cov- 
ered) or grasp the full meaning of the 
movements.

Buffalo Express: The United Sta- 
tas is a much younger nation than 
Grent Britain, nevertheless, it has had 
greater experience of real war and im- 
bibed a deeper comprehensien of all 
it involves than. té&2 whose 
“drum-beat is heard round the world.” 
In the butcher’s bil! our war 
would swallow up a dozen such wars 
as that of the Crimea of the Penin- 
sulkr campaigns, with Waterloot 
thrown in. Therefore, we know thai 
there has been no battle in South Af- 
vica. The British forces have been 
brought to a dead standstill by half 
their number, much as ths Union 
forces were iby the first Bull Run, 
which, by the way, was a greater 
“battle” than anything we have yet 
soon in South Africa. Yet Bull Run 
wad but! a small affair compared with 
att least 30 of the subsequent aciions 
of the civil war. It is plain now to 
both north and south that the north- 
erm power ought not to have been ut- 
terly. paralyzed in the Virgina theater 
by the smail Bull Run reverse, nor 
should it have suffered defeat at all 
on that field. Both were the results 
of a\single fault which we seq repeated 
dy! after day by the British in South 
Africa—the shortcomings of leader- 
ship. These are the only particuiars 
in which there is a parallel between 
the American civil war and the Brit- 
ish-Boer campaign.

TRANSPORTING TROOPS. 

Messrs Elder Dempster, Limited, 
have chartered three of their great 
fleet to convey Imperial Yeomanry, 
andj as far as present indications go, 
embarkations will take place at Liver- 
pool. The three boats in' question are 
the steamers Lake Erie, which is just 
arrived in the Mersey! from the build- 
ers; the steamer Monteagle, and the 
steamer Mount Royal. These three 
vessels hava been surveyed by the Im- 
perial Yeomanry surveyor and have 
come through the ordeal with flying 
tolors. They are all first class boats; 
indeed, if would have been impossibld 
te obtain vessels better: adapted; for the 
carriage of horses. The Lake Erie in 
particular is a spiendid cavalry car- 
rier. Her high *tween decks and shelt- 
er decks admirably meet the require- 
menis of the service for which the ves- 
sel has been chartered. It is expected 
that the three vessels wiil sail on dates 
between the 15th and 20th inst. Mr. 
A. L. Jones, the principal of Messrs. 
Elder Dempster, Limited, who has done 
so much by gratuitous “Extras” to add 
to the comfort and enjoyment of the 
soldiers who bave sailed to the Cape 
or! ong or other of the vessels charter- 
ed, to the government by this firm, is 
personally interesting himself in the 
matier of the fitting out, provisioning 
and etc., of the ships which are engag- 
ed to carry the Imperial Yeomanryt 
It is, therefore, needless io say, that 
everything possible which can con- 
duce, to the pleasure and happiness of 
the Yeomanry whilst on the water will 
be provided.

Prrioi’s remarks and used sume very 
stronz language as to the fitness of 
3ritish officers for their duties as evi- 
dened oy results in the present wagt 
Hej suggested that if it were possible 
it might be profitable to engage ! a 
Boer general to command the Cana- 
dian militia. The minister of militia 
made a very temperate reply to the 
criticisms levelled against bim and 
said nothing as to the merits or ‘de- 
merits of Gen. Hutton. He, however, 
indicated bis view that it might be 
weil not to absoiutely confine the 
command of the Canadian militia to 
British officers to the exclusion of 
even competent Canadians. Dr. 
Montague, Mr. McNeil]! and others of 
the opposition declared strongly for 
a British commander cnly. The debate 
ended without any other result than 
to show that parliameniary opinion 
wap not unanimously favorable to Gen. 
Hutton.

taken| up when Hon. Mr. Fielding 
moved the resolution to appropriate 
$2,000,000 towards the equipment, 


transport and pay of the several con-

Sir Charles Tupper spoke at great 
length detailing his cours in ‘the past 
om the question oJ imperi:l federation 
amd concluded by stating that he 
would not move any amendment to the 
resolutions.

Mr. Monet was more clearcut and 
logical in his remarks) His objection 
to the vote for the contingent was 
that, he did not believe in Canada tak- 
ing part in the wars of the empire ex- 
cept in repelling altacks made upon 
ber, He took fright at the precedent 
created and the expense incurred, by 
Canada’s action at this time. On the 
question of leyaity he defined his 
position as iocking to the independenre 
of Canada at some future time. “As 
soon as the vitality of its people, the 
immensity of its nitural resources will 
have cufficieatly developed our 
country.” This was the first occasion 
upon which Mr. Mcnet has spoken in 
the house. He spoke in English and 
showed himself to be a debater of much 
more than average talent, as some who 
interrupted him discovered to their 
cost. 

The debate will be continued on Fri- 
day, but only as a means of working 
of ammdnition prepared for the de- 
bate on the address. =

DEVELOPING NORTHERN B. C 

An effort to open up the northern 
portions of the province) of British Co- 

lumbi« is contained in the application | 
which is being made at the present 
session of pariiament for an act 
to intorporate a company; to construct 
from Douglas Channel, Kitimat Arm. 
The proposed route is north from Van- 
couver to Copper river, Kitsajas Can- 
yon, and the Skeena River to a point 
near Hazelton, in thid Cassiar district, 
thenre easterly, and northerly by way 
o- the Babine river, Manion river or 
creek, and Parsnip river, te Pine river 
pole in Cariboo. Ap aitarnative route 
is by the Kitsalas Canyon, via Buikeley 
river to Hazelton. 

Power is also to be asked by the same 
company tbh build and operate lines 
from the nearest point of the rail- 
way in easterly ard southerly direc- 
tions, by, way of Stuart lake to; a ‘point 
neat Fort George, thence southerly 
along the valley of the Fraser river to 
Fort George or Stuart lakes, by way 
Quesnelie, and also from a point near 
the south fork of the Fraser river, 
the Yellow Head pass, with power to 
extend the said railway to Kitimat 
Arm, in a southwesterly direction 
alonz the northerly side of Douglas 
Channel ic a point at or near Hartley; 
Bay, with the usual powers to build 
and operate branches. The construc- 
tion of a line of railway through! those 
districts would completely alter the 
conditions in the northern part of 
British Columbia: It would cpen up 
a vast tract of country, a great part of 
which is practically inaccessible — at 
rresent, Axcording te reports there 
are fine areas of agricultural and graiz- 
in land} in that direction, which could 
be, put. to profitable use with the help 
Gla railway. But, of wourse, it isthe 
mining industry chiefly that this line 
would be designed to benefit, and in 
that industry it would produse a:won- 
dersul change. Mining in the north 
is carried on under serious difficulties 
mainly due to the lack of transporta- 
tion facilities. With the discovery of 
important coal seams in Omenica a 
factor of zreat importance has been 
introduced into tiie problem of open- 
ing up that country. It is, of course, 
much easier to maintain a railway 
through « region which yields coal 
than through one which yields none 
and where all the fuel consumed has 
to bs carried long distances. Further- 
more, tha demand for coal in the min- 
ing districts will increase in direct ra- 
tio with the development of ihe mines, 
and the development ef the mines 
cannot proceed satisfactorily without 
coal. It having been proved that coal 
| is to be found in abundanee in the 
north (there is said to be $4,000,000 
worth of it in sight nenr the Skeena 
river), one of the best reasons for 
building a railway is provided. 

The people of the coast: cities are 
taking an active interest_in the de- 
velopment of thi: north by railways, 
end they should have a guod deal to 
say about the operations that are now 
| @poot in that direction. The develop- 
| ment of the north by means of rail- 
ways might have a good effect in 
bringing forward the opening up of

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CHARLES LEWIS SHAW ON “TOMMY AND 
HIS OFFICERS.” 

The following essay on “Tommyand 
his Officers,” is written by Cnas. Lew- 
is Shaw, special correspondent of the 
Toronto Telegram, from De Aar on 
Jan. $th. Mr. Shaw being an old and 
well known resident of Edmonton, the 
article hias a local interest, but out- 
Side a that its exceptional cleverness 
and the undisputed truth of its very 
pointed remarks make it of peouliar 
interest to ail Canadians who, being 
colonials, can see as he sees and ¢ ap- 


preciate and understand his senti-— 


ments. : 

They are all right — especially 
Tommy. When the Boers get through 
maul-handling the army, probably: the 
Horse Guards will see to it that ‘the 
Officer is as all right as Tommy, But 
it will take time. Far be it from: ‘me 
to attempt in the slightest degree to 
mitigate the fact that Tommy and his 
officer are a pair of as decent fellows 
as a man can meet. ‘But they have 
their peculiarities. It is im no spirit of 
splenetic criticism that, I discuss them. 
There has been practically no fighi- 
ing} except at Colesberg, or any im- 
portant moves for over three weeks, 
and it is generally, supposed none will 
occur for another ten days, therefore 
the men who are very much in .evi- 
dente can be inspected by a civilian 
during the breathing spell. 

If you wish to have a fair idea as to 
Low the English subaltern talks, take 
mp that volume of Kipling’s short 
ptories—everybody has a Kipling now- 
a-days—and hunt up that one called, 
: think, “The Conference of the Pow- 

rs,” and rend it carefullyy It is a 
weed picture. Mr. Kipling knew his 
men. and the picture is from life. 

The tales are about Burmese guerilla 
warfare. I don’t know Mr. Kipling, 
but I'll wager three monih’s salary 
egainst a Boer uniform that he would 
not write that stuff regarding this 
Boer war. For it would be babble. Ii 
would be true fer these same _ sub- 
aiterns, yes, and field officers talk the 
same rot around half the mess-tables 
of Her Majesty’s forces in South Af- 
rica, And that is just what makes 
it babble. It comes in beautifully re- 
garding Dacoit hunting, but as to Boer 
fighting—well, as Mr. Kipling would 
put it—that is another story. I fear 
that it will take a revolution in the 
service before that  half-contemptu- 
ous, haw-haw, flippant manner that 
the ordinary English officer has of 
looking ait “the show,” as he terms the 
eirt of war, will die in him. J fear that 
he will have to die tco. The Boer has 
taker over a considerable part of the 
pontract and is attending strictly to 
business. Napoleon said that with Bri- 
tish infantry and French officers he 
_could conquer the world. Now 
Naoleon is a fairly: good military 
ejathority, but how he knew that Eng- 
lish officers looked on the army not 
seriously, as a profession, but as being 
f& mere part of their social life with 
imidental glory, 2 becoming uni- 
form, a certain amount of kudos, 
and whalti is dear to the heart of Eng- 
lishmen, the. opportunity of ordering 
people around, is beyond my ken, in 
spite of his opportunities and our suc- 
cess. That there are many and bril- 
liant exceptions to this is true, but 
thatt the officers of the British army 
in South Africa know more about the 
importance ef their position, the fit 
of their uniforms, and the tuppenny 
ha’-penny etiquette of the orderley- 
room and parade ground than they do 
ebout thle ¢eience of war is as true 
as that a civilian army, with a sprink- 
ling of European officers hurled them 
back three times in humilation and 
defeat in one week. There is no use 
mincing matters. The British offi- 
cer has been fighting niggers tos long, 
with a loss of five killed and twelve 
wounded on his side, and four thousand 
spenrmen kilked on the other. I have 
written enthusiastically about the 
English officer in my. previous letters 
and properly so. No more gallart, 
braver man exists than Tommy Atkins 
or his officer, but there is something 
more required, I venture my humble 
civilian opinion, than gallantry and 
bravery, 

I am certainly not talking now about 
big men—men .who have shown 
time and again that war'is something 
nore than“I marched right up, you 
the Tommies working beauti- 
fully, by jove, and cut the beggars up 
before you could wink, by jove. Nicest 
and quirkest piece of work I’ve had in 
the whole show. Hope it won’t go out 
wilth ‘ a pfiwut’” unui the shooting be- 
gins at home. Awfully dull there, now I 
hear. Throw me another cigarette,old 
chap and Atkins, open another bottle

of beer.” I am talking about the gen- 
eral tone that pervades military of- 
ficialdom in South Africa. And the 


worst of it all is that men like Baden- 
Powell have to isolate themselves to 
get a chance, and men like General 
Wauchope are shot through the vanity 
and consequential swagger of another. 
[t is easy, ag it is human, to wail and 
jult find at failure, and I believe it 
3 general nowadays. Mistakes are 
made by every human being, and it is 
vile, it is cowardly, so it is said,to carp 
aud cavil in the hour of misfortune 
iv! In this world we judge by re- 
lls largely. If, with swagger, 
nd fuss and feathers, we thrash the 
or, let the officer who thrashes him 
te his chest till the buttons fiy 

{ his tunic, if he will; let him strut 
| swagger and bully till the sense 
is Own importance causes him ta 

t in spirit in the clouds, but if he 
sn’t thrash him and lays a lot of 
n, whom he refers to condescending- 
creatures of another species than 


side 
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himself, as “Tommies”, dead at the foot 
o an impregnable kopje, iet him drop 
the side and learn his business or per- 
mit even a civilian to critvize him. He 
will die himself readily enough; just 
as readily for his_flag as Tommy, for 
he fights just as well, and no better. 

For, after all, when you strip the in- 
Signia of his rank off an officer, and 
both go ounshaven for a «ou- 
ple of weeks, and their khaki clothes 
have been severely slept in for three 
nights running, ana they have both 
endured a Karoo sand storm for two 
swocessive days, it is hard to distin- 
guish between Tommy and his officer. 
There is a marvellous sameness  be- 
tween the two at the extreme front 
when fighting is on or imminent. The 
difference is largely a matter of 
aspirates. It is astonishing, in spite 
of the assertion that an Engiishroan 
never poses,how unobtrusive the Eag- 
lish officer is in battle. He marches 
steadily along in line with his men, 
dressed the same, carrying a rifle just 
the same, with either the pale, set 
face of intense earnestness or the flush 
of excitement that the men of his 
rompany carry along with them. Thera 
are no frantic waving of swords or; ap- 
peals to “Follow me, lads.” Hejis sim- 
ply a British soldier doing his duty 
in that position of life in which ’ it 
pleased God io piace him. The situa- 
tion in the fighting line at the foot 
oj a stiff kopje with Maxims ,Norden- 
feldts and Mausers on the top making 
the air sing around your ears, knocks 
adl the frills off a man. I was walk- 
ing alongside a Coldstream officer 
whom! I haid mej in Cape Town a few 
weeks before the balile at Belmont. 

His side in town would have been 
overwhelming, if it were not amus- 
inzs Even in battle I cannot hold my 
tongue, amd I asked him some ques- 
tions as the bullets flew thick and 
fast around us. fie turned his face 
and looked at me. He forgot his eye- 
glass, which I had firmly believed he 
slept, with in his eye, and his’ face. was 
pale and set. He forgot to drawl, and 
instead) of the half-condescending, 
whoily patronizing tones that. I re- 
membered so well, he answered me 
simpiy straighiforward as a man, 
end I could see in the un-eye-glassed 
eyes ant the firm’ set of his lipsthat 
he was- going te fight as a man. And 
he did. IX is a peeuliar fact that the 
farther you get away from the battle- 
field the more does the English offi- 
cer swagger. In my trips toand irom 
the front I have had opportunities of 
noticing it. At Modder river, if there 
is fighting in sight, he is pleasant; 
att Orange River he is_ bearable; at 
De Aar he is objectionable, and at 
Cape Town he is a swagyrering | ass. 
He treats me decently everywhere and 
at all times, for it is very much the 
thing nowadays to treat colonials 
well, so there is no personal feeling 
in the. maitter. The point I wish to 
make is that if the average English 
oficer spent a considerable porcion of 
the time devoted to swelling out his 
own importance to learning how. to 
fight not merely bravely, but sen- 
sibly and strategically,thera wauld not 
ba so many people in mourning in 
Great Britain to-day. I have slept, 
eaten, drunk end talked with'the Eng- 
lish officer on the same plane, and a 
civilian nhs a right to give his(cpinion, 
at least when the English officer is 
fighting a civilian armiy, and the civil- 
ioagy army is having the best of it. The 
fabt that he will crush it with _ the 
illimitable resources of the empire at 
his back doesn’t affect the point. 


WAR NOTES. 

The Boers, though retreating from 
Magersiontein, are active elsewhere. 
A special despatch from Orange 
river, dated Friday, Feb. 16, says they 
are attempting to cut the British line 
of communication at Gras Pan. But 
it, is’ said they are not likely to effect 
a serious result, though they are un- 
doubtedly making a strenuous effort 
toi cuti the British lines to De Aar.. On 
the other hand comes the news that 
General MacDonald has again occupied 
Koodoosburg. What precautions Lord 
Roberts has adopted against a coun- 
ter-attack are not yet known but the 
war office and the public are thorough- 
ly convinced that he is fully able ‘to 
cope with ali contingencies and that 
if it is within human possibility he 
will inflict the defeat on Gen. Cronje 
tPiaf is so much more important than 
the relief of Kimberley, briiliant as 
was the ijatter achievement. While, 
Gen. Kelly-Kenny’s, or rather Gen. 
Kitchener’s, despatch referred to the 
3oer rear guard as being Gen. Cronje’s, 
it is still doubtful if that general is 
personally with it, and it is possible 
he) may. be employing more than one 
line of retreat. 

The Queen has summoned to Her 
royal presence Eugler Dunn, 
aged 15, ef the First Royal Dublin 
Fusiliers, who was the first to cross 
the Tugela river, though the men of 
the regiment tried to keep him bajck. 
While running with the soldiers, hold- 
ing his bugle in his right hand, Dunn 
sounded the “advance.” A bullet 
struck his arm and the bugle fell.’ The 
boy immediately lifted it wp with his 
left hand and repeated the call. He 
was brought to Netley hospital and 
was visited there by Princess Christ- 
ian and Princess Henry of Battenberg, 
who asked the boy what he would like 
the Queen to do for him/ He replied: 
“I hope Her Majesty wili send me‘ back 
to the front. I’m to have a medal and 
three bars, beacause I was in three 
engagements. ‘My father has only 
two bars to his medal.’* The lad’s fath- 
er, a sergeant, returned to the front 
this week having recovered from! his 
wound. On his arrival at Portsmouth 
young Dunn was tenderly borne on the 
shoulders of the delighted populace,

Winnipeg, Feb. 21, ’00. 

The Globe has the following special 
from Modder river, dated Feb. 20: 

“The Canadian contingent partici- 
pated in Sunday’s battle. We forded 
the Modder river after a night’s'march 
and were engaged the whole day.The 
casualties among the western men 
Were\: .

A. K. McLellan, ex-mounted police- 
man of Port Saskatchewan, came in 


from Lake Tagish on Monday night
